I  GENERATION. 

BARNABAS  HORTON,  of  Southold,  L.  L, 
was  born  in  1600,  at  Mowslcy,  Leices- 
tershire, England,  and  died  July  13, 
1680,  at  Southold,  Long  Island..  His 
wife,  Mary,  survived  him.  He  emigrated 
to  America  prior  to  1640,  and  settled  at  j 
Hampton,  New  Hampshire.    As  early) 
as  1651  lie  removed  to  Southold,  and 
resided  there  until  his  death.    He  held  ; 
many  public  offices  and  was  one  of  the; 
most  prominent  men  of  Southold.  lie. 
was  deputy  to  the  General  Court  of  the. 
New  Haven  Colony  in  1654,  1656,  1658,' 
1659  and  1661.    In  1663  and  1664  he? 
was  a  commissioner  for  Southold. 

II  GENERATION. 

LIEUT.  JOSEPH  HORTON,  of  Rye,  N.Y.,' 
eldest  son  of  Barnabas  Horton,  was; 
born  about  1625  in  England,  and  died.- 
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before  June  12,  1C9G.  He  married  Jane 
Biuld,  daughter  of  Lieut.  John  Budd. 
Joseph  Iforton  owned  property  in  South- 
old  in  1G53.  In  1GG5  he  removed  from 
Southold  to  Rye,  Westchester  Co.,  N.  Y., 
at  that  time  included  in  the  Connecticut 
Colony.  In  1CG7  he  was  appointed  lieu- 
tenant. He  was  deputy  from  Rye  to 
the  Connecticut  General  Court  in  1672, 
and  was  one  of  the  commissioners  to  de- 
termine the  houndary  between. New  York 
and  Connecticut  in  1674.  He  was  com- 
missioner for  Rye  from  1GS0  to  1GS3.

CAPT.  JOHN  HORTOtf,  of  live..  X.  Y., 
son  of  Lieut.  Joseph  Horton,  was  born 
about  1655;  and  died  between  May  20 
and  Aug.  4,  1717.
